The folio-wing information is set forth concerning the background and 
activities of Robert Talbott Miller, III, a former employee of the State 
Department whc is presently employed in a public relations business in New York 
City. Miller is a second oousin to Mr. Hamilton Robinson, Director of Controls, 
State Department. 

BACKGROUND t 

Robert Talbott Miller, III, was bom on April 5, 1910, at Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. There is little information available concerning his early life 
and education, other than that he remained in the United States until August, 
1934, residing in Baltimore, Maryland; Boston, Massachusetts, and New York City. 


On August 29, 1934, Miller left the United States for Moscow, Russia, 
allegedly for a visit. However, while there he obtained employment as a corres- 
pondent for the Chattanooga, Tennessee, News and remained in the Soviet Union 
until June, 1937. "While there he was married on December 3, 1935, to Jenny 
Levy, an American bom employee of the Academy of Sciences, Moscow. From June, 
1937, to August, 1938, Miller resided with his wife in Paris, France, where he 
was employed as a newspaper man presumably with the Reuters Agency of London, 
England. From October^ 1939, to September, 1941, Miller resided in New York City 
where he was president of the Hemisphere News Service as well as editor of the 
weekly publication "Hemi sphere”, printed by that service. 


On September 11, 1941, Miller and his family moved to Washington, D. C. 
where he had secured a position as an analyst for the Coordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs at a salary of sixty-five hundred dollars per annum. He later 
became Director of the Division of Reports, Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs 
On June 7, 1944, he was transferred to the State Department where he was assigned 
to the Near Eastern Division of the State Department, handling confidential mat- 
ters pertaining to the relations between the United States and the Soviet Union. 
At one time he became Assistant Chief, Division of Research and Publication. 
Miller resigned from the State Department in December, 1946. 


jenny Levy, the wife of Robert Miller was bom on July 19, 1906, in 
New York City. Her father, Charles Levy, now deceased, was a native of Brest 
Litovsk, Poland. She was issued a United States passport on April 4, 1932, and 
resided in Russia until 1937, when she proceeded with her husband to France.

With reference to the Hemisphere News Service, operated by Miller 
while residing in New York City, it will be noted that this service was incoj> 
po rated under the laws of New York State on September 25, 1939, with an 
authorized capital of twenty-five thousand dollars and an actual capital of nine 
thousand dollars. Miller was listed as president and the other officers were 
Jack Bradley Fahy, vice president and treasurer and Jenny Miller, secretary. 

The principal activity of this corporation was the publication of a weekly news 
bulletin pertaining to economic matters in Latin America, Canada and Alaska. 

In September, 1941, the Hemisphere News Service was moved to Wash- 
ington, D. C. and became the Export Information Bureau, Incorporated. This 
concern was managed by Joseph B. Gregg of Washington, D. C. and was devoted 
exclusively to research for the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs under a 
yearly contract of some eighteen thousand dollars. Miller became a research 
analyst for the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs at this time and the 
Export Information Bureau, Incorporated, was subsequently absorbed by the 
Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. 

Jack Bradley Fahy, the original vice president of the Hemisphere News

The principal activity of this corporation was the publication of a weekly news 
bulletin pertaining to economic matters in Latin America, Canada and Alaska. 

In September, 1941, the Hemisphere News Service was moved to Wash- 
inton, D. C. and became the Export Information Bureau, Incorporated. This 
concern was managed by Joseph B. Gregg of Washington, D. C. and was devoted 
exclusively to research for the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs under a 
yearly contract of some eighteen thousand dollars. Miller became a research 
analyst for the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs at this time and the 
Export Information Bureau, Incorporated, was subsequently absorbed by the 
Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. 

Jack Bradley Fahy, the original vice president of the Hemisphere News 
Service, is a veteran of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, which served on the 
Loyalists' side in the Spanish Civil War. Joseph Gregg, the manager of the 
Export Information Bureau, is likewise a veteran of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. 
In the "Daily Tforker", Communist Party publication, dated October 17, 1938, Jack 
Fahy published an article renouncing his membership in the Socialist Party, 
which he accused of damaging the cause of the Spanish people. 
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Concerning Jacob Golos, the known Soviet agent mentioned in the first 
part of this memorandum, the investigation concerning him reflected that on 
February 10 and 24, 1941, Miller mas observed in contact mith (Solos in New York 
City* 

Investigation of Miller's activities in Washington has reflected that 
his circle of friends and associates include numerous individuals mith pro-Russian 
and Communist sympathies. 

Miller mas interviewed by agents of the Bureau on April 15, 1947* He 
admitted having been employed by the Spanish Loyalists' government News Service 
in Paris, France, for a year commencing in July, 1937, and stated that he had 
met Mrs. Joseph B. Gregg during that period although he did not meet her hi*-«h»nri 
until the summer of 1939* He admitted that he mas aware of the fact that Gregg 
and Jack Fahy, Miller's associates in the Hemisphere Corporation, mere truck drivers 
for the Spanish Loyalists' Forces in Spain. 

Miller claimed that he could not remember ever having met Jacob Oolos. 

Miller admitted, however, that he and his wife knew the informant 
previously mentioned herein, who he stated they met in New fork City. He also 
admitted that the informant subsequently came to see them in Washington. Miller 
denied, however, that he had ever given the informant prepared reports or any 
other information on Communist or Russian activities in South America. He did 
admit that he may have discussed confidential matters mith the informant generally 
and in a casual way. 

Miller denied being a member of the Communist Party or having been 
connected with it in any may. He stated that he mould not employ or associate 
mith any individual whom he knew to be a Communist or a definite Communist 
sympathizer. 

Miller mas again interviewed by Bureau agents on April 21, 1947, and 
admitted that he has been pro-S oviet ever since his trip to Russia in the middle 
1930 t 8. He~l£aae57~however, that "Ee~haw harbored no anti-American Apathies. 

He said that in the event of a war between the United States and Russia, he 
mould most certainly do everything in his power to assist the United States.

However, a record on JAMES HOLlt^BACH appeared in the ftrtKE MLLLS 
file. It stated that JAMES yi’LLENBACh was an anti-^fL advocator and 
Coamunist in 1530 and referred to AV1F 1930 issue. This publication 
was not on file at HCUA. No other information was available. 

It is noted that the applicant resided in Chicago. Hia father 
as listed on hia ?SQ is JAMES UULLEN3ACH and MAKE MILLS is a Lieutenant of 
the Chicago Polios Department who made extensive Investigation into 
subvert iva activities. A lead waa sent to Chicago to further identify 
JAMES MULLENFACH and their findings will be reported by that office. 

The Military intelligence Li vision loc ted no record on PHILIP 
EULLFNBACii. 


Civil Service investigative files show that a background investiga- 
tion waa conducted on MULLENBACH but no derogatory Information was disclosed. 
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ASSOCIATES 

Inasmuch as thosa interviewed in thia csss so frequently refer to 
SILVEEllA£Ii:.| KADFUANj GILLKAL and ROSENBAUM the information regarding 
then aa on file at the Washington Field ofz'ice la being ausmarited in thia 
reoont.

PILASTER received his A. 3. degree at the University 
of Washington in 1921 and later taught "radical economics" at St« Mary's 
C ° 1 } e . & * f°.

d istinguis hed scientist “iff~SussXi — and operated a t.nps 

experiigit sUtlon innthTXriBea ahout 1937. ETHEL said he had not 
noticed tHat~Ell7VIPJiASTER waa sympathic to Con:r.unism. 


Confidential Informants T-l and 2, also English professors 
at tha diversity of Washington, said they were members of the Corn:.. unis t 
Party Professional Unit in 1935 and 1936 and had often attended oarty 
meetings with HERBERT J. PHILLIPS and GA'LAND ETHEL. 


Confidential Informants T-3 and T-h, of known reliability, 
reported they attended meetings in PHILLIPS' home where photograohs of 
STALIK end BROWDER were prominently displayed and PHILLIPS said he would 
vote for BROWDER in the coming election. 


T-l reported that GAILAND ETHEL once discussed progress of the 
Communist Party writtt. him in about 1932 and boasted that many of their 
members were getting good Government positions. He mentioned that 
SILVLFkAITEP had just lAndad a good poaition in Federal service. From 
this conversation Informant T-l concluded that SILVERMASTER was obviously 
s Communist Party member doing underground work. 


Confidential Informant 1-5, who has furnished reliable informa- 
tion in the past, reported S ILVELkACTER was s good friend of one HOOVER 
about 1919 when WE was at its greatest influence in Washington. HOOVER 
was then s radical soap box orator for W* but later visited iiussls and 
cams back disillusioned. 
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The record* of tho fihiveraity of California reflect that 
SILVERHASTER was born Hbveaber 27, 18?8, at Odessa, Ruaaia, attended 
that school intermittently from 1923 through 1932, received hia ph.D 
in economic* Dec amber 17, 1932, and that hi* doctoral thesis mas entitled 
"Lenin's Contribution to Economic Thought Prior to the Bolshevik Revolution." 

Confidential Informant T-6, of established reliability, stated 
his records revealed SILViRMASTER mas an active member of the Fillmore 
Section of the Communist Partyj a contact of one SAM FALCOFF, a Communist 
in 193^1 he worked at SERA through the influence of fir. LOUIS BLOCH 
in 1935 and was a close friend of SAM KA3EL in 1936. SILVERMASTER was 
on the mailing list of the American League for Peace and Democracy in 
1939* Confidential Informant 7-6 also furnished a confidential report 
of a committee appointed from SERA executives to give hearings to certain 
Coanunists who had been discharged. S1LVERKASTEK was a member of that 
committee and the inference was made that through hia efforta ail of the 
Communist* dia charged were rce^loyed. g 

SAM KAGEL waa reported by this Informant in October of iyl*2 
to b* a member of the Communist Party. 

Confidential Informant T-7, of known reliability, advised Agent* 
in writing January 191*2 that he waa introduced to SILVERHASTER In I 93 E , 

by a friend whom he believed to be a Comwuniat. This friend introduced 1 

SILVtSMASTEK as "on# of our greater teachers." He talked with SILVEfUASTER ) 
for many hour*. 3ILVHMASTER told hia_t hat he had been a ctive irith 
HA RM BRIDGES in lncltlng Q.ongahore man's atrike. Dfarlng the evening 
3ILVLRMASTER preached violently about Communism and made reference to the 
overthrow of the Government. When the Informant argufd with SILVEF. VASTER 
he said, "Y ou and your money - « win annihilat e you f H* said the 
CapitalistTystem had deetroyedThe future of the la15hring oeople, that 
so long aa ther* are people who have money the Communist# could never 
completely succeed. Aie Informant stated SIlvEKHASTEj quoted BRIDGES 
that night aa saying, "W# will not permit the working ban to return to 

hia job until wa have laid the foundation of a new fojrst of Government."

Confidential Informant T-8, who ie believed! entirely reliable, 
advised in April 1912 that he had known SILVLJGCASTER many year*, had heard 
he married into e family of Communists and through this relation* hip had 
associated with many leading Communists in the United' States, had become 
a Communist Party member in 1927 and had served as a prominent a^ent for 
the OGPO in San Francisco, California. T-6 said he had no proof of this 
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Confidential Informant T-12, whose reliability has been established, 
advised he had reeeived info r ait ion that QREGORI SILVERHASTER had worked in 
China at one tine for the Goarunist Party with £AEL BROWDIR. BROWDER was 
then a Coaintern agent) SILVEPJiASTER had brought a maber of persons who 
were Coamunist Party members or sympathisers into ISA, SILVrKMASTER 
followed the Coaaunist Party line in his conversations and in his decisions. 

Confidential Inforaants T-13, lit, and 15, all who have furnished 
reliable information in the paat, have advised they have devoted much 
tine to the study of Communism and have been connected with aany Cons unis ts . 
They stated that SILVERMAN TER follows the party line and is alleged to be 
a Conr unist Party member. 

T-lit further advised that SILVERHASTER' s wife, Hr LEU, la a 
leader in the Washington Book Shop, the Anerican League for Peace and 
Democracy, the Washington Committee for Aid to China and probably the 
Rational Federation for Constitutional Liberties. T-lii stated that 
SILViKkASTER has stocked FSA with people sywpathic to the Communist 
Party movement) that SILVERHASTER is on the friendliest terms with 
EDWARD SMITH, WATT WITT and MARI VAN CLEEK, aU of whom he believes 
are Communists* T-llt stated he had heard SILVhl-HASTER represented OGPD 
in the United States. 

Confidential Informant T-16, formerly a member of the Communist 
Party, now an investigator for an agency charged with investigation of 
subversive activities, stated SILVEEMASTER was an underground merber of 
tha Communist Party whan attending college in Seattle. He was inactive 
while teaching at St. Mary’ a Collage but became friendly at the University 
of California with LOLIS BLOCH who brought him back into tha party) that 
SILVERSMITH'S older brothers were all active in the 1917 Russian revolution 
in Vladevostok. 

On April lit, 19it2, S LLVzRMA5T£R was interviewed under oath by r ~~ 
Burtau Agents. SILVEPJtAGTER denied membership or activity In the Washington 
Committee for Democratic Action, tha Communist Party or that ha believed 
in tha overthrowing of tha U.S. Government by force. _ 
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i- Confidential Informant T-17, a former member of the Communist 
?arty3of eatabliahed reliability who has furnished considerable information, 
advised that he has been acquainted with 8A1HAM ORtGGRT SILtfbRMASTER for 
8 baa years since l?lil, that SIXVErJWSTEK was extremely active in a Soviet 
espionage conspiracy in Washington and New fork in the early 19i40's and - 
that he was a close associate of known Communists and pro-Soviet sympathisers, 
and that for a period known to the Informant was a dues paying member of 
the Communist Party.

The progran of tha evening 
showed SILVIA FRIEDEL as atudio director. Informant T-10 reported this 
was also a pro-Comaunist play. ^ 
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MULLEM BACH listed «a a reference Dr. LYLE BORST, 271 roster 
Avenue, Sayville, Long Island, when making appHcItlbn for his position 
with th e Atoeilc Energy Cosaission. 

Oonfidentisl Informant T-3b, who has furnished reliable infonsa 
tion in the past, advised in May 1^6 that Dr. LYLE BORST is a member 
of the Association of New York Scientists, s branch of the Federation of 
American Scientists. This organisation holds panel discussions on 
problaa* of Atonic Energy control. Informant T-3b stated the group 
is Corra unist infiltrated but not dominated. The club "News Letter" of 
February 28, l£li7, showed BCRST a newly elected officer and r.erber of the 
executive council.

equally, after having had a few drinks. I asked him what Britishers v V 
he did like, and he replied quite boldly that the Communists made . 
sense to him. Vie were talking about some specific issue, so his 
remark may not indicate general sympathy. After all, just because 
the Communists have made nice remarks about George Washington 
doesn’t make all of us who respect him Communists.

Gregory stated that Belfrage was knotm to have supplied Golos on one 
occasion with a report apparently emanating from Scotland Yard which was a 
treatise on espionag^ agents. This work dealt with the type of people who 
might be employed for this sort of work, the precautions which should be taken,/ 
to elude or determine whether or not a person was being surveilled. 

Also contained in this article was a contribution by some prominent 
burglars in England, who apparently had submitted certain techniques of 
surreptitiously opening safes, doors, locks, and other protective devices. 

Belfrage apparently had extracted this report from some British file since 
it was in the form of a carbon copy. He also contributed information regarding 
British policy as it concerned the Middle East and Russia and made certain 
contributions of bits of information which he apparently secured from hi§ 
contact with high ranking British officials in the United States. A11^6f this 
- information concerning Belfrage* s activities was received by Gregon^frbin Golos.

FBI Speeds^

Please refer to telephone conversation between ASAC A. H. BEL V CNT, 


of this Division, and MR. PAT COYNE, of the Bureau, on February 9 , 1948, 
concerning the information that an individual in the motion picture industry 
had been approached by NELSON-FRANK, of the New York "World Telegram", 
with an offer to sell information concerning the investigation presently 
before the Grand Jury at New York City in instant case; also, to the 
telephonic instructions by MR. FLETCHER to ASAC BELMONT on February 10, 1*4S 
that FRANK should be interviewed thoroughly concerning his alleged* offer to 
sell this information. 

On February 11, 1943, NELSON FRANK was Questioned at the New York- 
Office by SAs HAROLD V. KENNEDY and JOSEPH M. KELLY. He was informed that 
this Bureau had information that he had offered to sell to a certain motion 
picture producer certain facts relating to the action of a Grand Jury sitting 
in Nev. York City and reportedly hearing evidence on Communist matters. He 
immediately replied that he had in fact engaged in a discussion of that nature 
and supplied the following details: _ . . t , i 

He declared that on February 5, 1948, an individual named RALPH COHN 
had telephonically communicated with FREDmOLPiAN, FRANK'S colleague on the 
staff of the "World Telegram", had informed WOLTMAN that he was interested in 
producing a movie on Communism and desired^ discuss the situation with 
'VC LTV AN . The latter informed COHN he was/ interested but that his assistant, 
FRANK, might care to participate and it was thereupon agreed that FRANK would 
telephone COHN at the latter's office, 18 East 48th Street, New York City, 
so that a meeting could be arranged. *

Accordingly, on February 6 , 1948, FRANK continued, he telephoned 
COHN at the latter's office and made an appointment to see him there that 
afternoon. He mentioned at this point that the previous day, after WCLTVAN , 
had apprised him of the call from COHN, he had checked the Morgue at the "World' 
Telegram" and had learned that a RALPH COHN was noted in clippings to be 
associated in movie producing with VARY PICKFORD and BUDDY ROGERS. He declared 
that on the afternoon of February 6 , 1948, he conferred for approximately an 
hour with COHN and the latter's associate, JULES BRICKEN; that COHN informed him 
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they were anxious to produce a movie on Communism which would not be 
strictly a documentary production but would be a fictional treatment 
of actual incidents. TRANK continued that he mentioned there were a 
number of happenings and situations which might readily be adapted for 
the screen and, without mentioning the instances by name, touched upon 
the NICHOLAS"DCZENBERG and SA'MJARR cases. He then mentioned that the 
Grand Jury sitting in New York City at this time might be the basis for 
^ a good movie f but FRANK declared that his mention of the Grand Jury 
did not seem to make any particular impression upon COHN and BRICKEN 
nor did they exhibit unusual curiosity about it. 

It was further learned from FRANK that after he had 
informed CORN and BRICKEN that he felt he was an expert on Communism 
and Communist espionage and mentioned the specific situations detailed 
above as having a good movie potential, he told CCHN and BRICKEN that 
he, of course, expected to be compensated for any work he might do on the 
project. They replied that they were prepared to pay him $100.00 for 
his work. He' told them in no uncertain terms that the suggested figure 
was preposterous and that he felt his work would be worth "in the 
thousands” . They made no direct answer to this assertion but indicated 
that perhaps satisfactory financial arrangements could be worked out. 
According to FRANK, the men seemed interested and impressed and told him 
they would like ‘to have him return to their office and "talk for a week** 
about the project. They reouested that he communicate with them on 
February 9, 1948 to that end; he declared he did telephone their office 
on that date, was told by BRICKEN that they were in conference and 
requested to call back, which he has not done to date. 

FRANK declared that during his conference with COHN and 
BRICKEN they mentioned that they had discussed their project with a -number 
of prominent individuals, including the Director of this Bureau, the Attorney 
General and General WILLIAM J. DONOVAN , as well as with PHILIP HAEERNAN, 
who was counsel for the PAPP-COUIERT Committee investigating Communism 
in New York public schools. They indicated further in this regard that 
there were numerous other persons with*4iom they had discussed their ideas 
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for the movie, but did not identify them. BRICKEN particularly made 
it clear in the discussion that the projected movie was being made by 
them on a strictly commercial basis and that there was no angle of 
exposing Communism just for the sake of combating it as a subversive 
movement . 


FRANK mentioned, in addition, that when he returned 
to his office and told WOL'P'AN of the conference, the latter suggested 
he communicate vdth YiOLTFAN's wife, who was a literary agent. Upon 
doing this, FRANK learned from VR5. S0LT**AK that she had some knowledge 
of COHN and BRICKEN; that they had contacted her in an effort to secure 
the services of EARL AILSCN, Broadway columnist for the. New York "Post" 
and whom she represents as an agent; and that after making incuiries 
among the trade she did advise to demand 31,000.00 "on the line" 

before any further negotiations with COHN and BHICKEN. It was established 
that the attempt to secure the services of .YILSON has no connection whatso- 
ever with the plans for the movie on Communism. 

FRANK was asked what his answer and action would have been 
if COHN and BRICKEN had indicated particular interest in the possibilities 
I of doing a movie on the subject matter reportedly being presented to the 
I Grand Jury; he immediately answered that there has been a considerable 
{ number of stories in various newspapers and magazines concerning the 
i Grand Jury, that he had read all of them, thought he had a fairly accurate 
picture of its activities and that, in addition, he had picked up a few 
"odds and ends" from his own sources, the total of which he thought might 
be worked up into suitable screen material, be indicated that his so:rces 
were confidential but at the same time so much has appeared in the press 
that it would not take a great deal of additional data, plus his own knowledge 
of Communism and its personalities, to prepare a good screen story. He made 
it clear that if the project materialized, he planned to give COHN and BRICKEN 
enough so that they might register the plot so they would be protected against 
other producers who might later want to use the Grand Jury story for a movie. 
He said there was some sort of an arrangement among screen writers and 
producers for a plan similar to copyrighting for the protection of plots. 

I FRANK emphasized that he would take no active part in the 

I preparation of material for this movie until the Grand Jury had concluded its 
\sions and taken final action, mentioning at the same time that he had learned 
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from the Labor Editor of "News Week" that the Grand Jury was set to wind 
up within a week. FRANK mentioned that he and WOLT”AN have many times 
in the past come across information which would be good news story 
material but have refrained from publishing it because it involved 
subjects of a pending Bureau investigation and its publication might 
prejudice the Bureau’s inquiries* He said that in his conference with 
COKN and BFJCKEN and in his consideration of the matter, he certainly 
had no intention of deviating from the policy he and WDLTMAN had followed 
in that regard. He volunteered that he had done one story on this Grand 
Jury only after many stories had appeared in other publications and that 
he realized in the face of subsequent happenings that his story was not 
at ail factually accurate. 

With -respect to his present attitude on working with CCIJJ 
and BRICKEN, he declared that if they made a sufficiently attractive offer, 
he would be interested and would proceed to furnish them enough so that the 
olot might be registered. He volunteered to keep this office advised in 
the event he has any further negotiations with them. 

The interview was on a very cordial basis and it is not 
believed that FRANK resented being questioned about instant situation. 

There is no identifiable information in the files of the 
New York Division concerning either COHN or BRICKED.

Earl Browder, then head of the Communist Party of 'the United ' 

Jerome, an important Communist Party functionary, and turned over to Jerome 
information obtained through his employment, were substantiated by Belfrage 
in a signed statement furnished to Agents of the New York Office when interviewed 
in June, 1947. During this interview 3elfrage admitted that he had met Jerome 
in New York City on numerous occasions and turned over information to Jerome 
concerning Scotland Yard surveillances and also some documents relative to the 
Vichy Government in France, which were of a highly confidential nature with

respect to their origin, but which contained information of no value* He also 
admits having net with Earl Browder on one or two occasions. 

It should be noted, however,' that Gregory stated that she had never met 
Be If rage ; that the information she learned about Self rage and his activities in 
connection with Soviet espionage was made available to her by Jacob Golos, now 
deceased. 



There is no information 'in the Bureau's files which would indicate that 


Jerome is now or ever has been a member of the Communist Party. He stated upon 

interview that he had been approached on several occasions to become a member 

of the Party . He also denied that he is a member of the Farty. He said he is 

interested in Communism from an intellectual standpoint. He said his interest 

is somewhat academic and he does not in .any way advocate the application of 

Communism here or in any other country but that he does advocate friendly and Ipupi 

close relations with Russia. 

OBSERVATTOHS 

Belfrage is presently in this country on a ndnquota immigration visa. 

He applied for citizenship in Los Angeles, California, in 1?37. However, he was > 

in and out of the country so many times that he was never able to obtain citizenship. 


It does not appear that we have enough information in our files to 
•warrant deportation proceedings against him by the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. The only derogatory information is that received from our informant
